2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

1. Although there is a difference between the prior art 
known from Dl and the present application, this 
difference is not apparent from the wording of claim 1. 

EP-A-0 644 349 (document Dl) shows a brake disc with 
at least one friction ring (1) which is provided with 
radial grooves (7) and is fastened by means of 
clamping screws (11) to a hub which can be secured on 
a spindle • To prevent the friction ring from rotating 
and to centre it, the radial grooves (7) are engaged 
by sliding elements (6) joined to the hub, each 
sliding element being in the form of a guide pin made 
from a semi-finished or standard part (see column 5, 
lines 16 to 17) with a shaft (3) extending parallel 
to the axis of the clamping screw.
